When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permi  t  for  out-of-doors 
burning  or  forbid  you  to  burn  on  days  of  high  fire  danger 
or  set  up  regulations — hours,  etc.,  governing  the  use  of  the 
town  dump  we  are  simply  protecting  yours  and  the  town's 
interests. 

The  ever  present  threat  of  forest  fires  is  the  concern  of  all 
of  us;  the  responsibility  for  preventing  them  is  ours  and  the 
costs  of  extinguishing  are  ours.  We  can  do  something  about 
this  problem,  by  being  aware  of  and  alert  to  the  danger  and 
by  cooperating  with  your  warden. 

Do  the  things  that  are  required  of  you  — 

1.  Follow  the  warden's  directions. 

2.  Secure  the  required  burning  permit. 

3.  Keep  your  fires  under  control. 

4.  Completely  extinguish  your  fires  before  leaving  them. 

5.  See  that  your  children  are  properly  cautioned.

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The  following  budget  request  for  the  coming  year  1962  is 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  more  than  was  authorized  in 
1961.  This  increase  is  to  be  used  mainly  for  the  purchase  of 
new  equipment. 

The  future  growth  of  New  England  College  will  at  some 
time  soon  make  it  necessary  for  the  Town  of  Henniker  to 
maintain  a  full  time  police  department.  Possibly  by  purchas- 
ing some  extra  items  of  equipment  now  we  can  soften  the  fi- 
nancial burden  of  later  equipping  the  department.  In  other 
words  we  can  spread  the  cost  over  a  period  of  years. 

During  the  past  year  much  of  the  activities  of  the  police 
department  concerned  New  England  College.  The  fact  that 
so  many  young  boys  and  girls  are  turned  loose  here  means 
that  a  great  many  problems  will  be  created,  such  as  traffic 
problems,  parking  problems,  disturbing  of  the  peace,  and 
criminal  violations  of  many  types.  All  of  these  problems 
have  to  be  handled  on  a  part  time  basis  at  present. 

It  is  not  my  desire  to  suggest  the  immediate  transition  to  a 
full  time  department  now,  but  rather  to  plan  now  for  the 
possibility  in  the  near  future.

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REPORT  OF  THR  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  met  twelve  times  during  the 
year.  Several  of  these  meetings  were  with  represen- 
tatives of  the  State  Highway  Department  to  review 
plans  for  roads  now  under  construction  and  to  check 
the  adequacy  of  access  to  the  new  Route  202  at 
Robert  Morses  and  at  Route  114. 

After  numerous  meetings  in  the  past,  with  various 
groups,  the  Board  recommended  the  formation  of  a 
Recreation  Commission,  to  organize,  develop,  and 
supervise  a  program  of  community  recreational  ac- 
tivities. It  would  seem  desirable  that  the  community 
should  give  this  suggestion  some  attention  at  Town 
Meeting. 

There  has  been  considerable  interest  in  new  industry 
for  Henniker.  During  the  past  several  years  the 
Board  has  sought  the  advice  of  those  versed  in  this 
field.  The  problem  has  been  discussed  with  Colonel 
Albert  Baker  of  the  Concord  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
with  several  members  of  the  State  Planning  and  De- 
velopment Commission,  and  with  Mr.  William  J. 
Roy,  analyst  for  the  State  Department  of  Employ- 
ment Security. 

Mr.  Roy  made  several  studies  of  the  seven  town 
area  of  Hopkinton,  Hillsboro,  Henniker,  Warner, 
Weare,  Bradford,  and  Deering.  These  studies,  made 
in  1961,  were  based  on  1960  figures  and  showed 
that  unemployment  at  Henniker  was  of  the  order  of 
about  two  and  one-half  percent,  while  the  Concord 
area  was  about  three,  and  the  national  average  be- 
tween four  and  five  percent.  A  second  study  showed 
that  there  were  eighty-six  applicants  for  work  in  the 
area,  and  that  most  of  these  were  male  and  unskilled. 

This  low  rate  of  unemployment  is  attested  to,  in 
part,  by  remarks  of  townspeople  who  at  various 
times  have  expressed  an  inability  to  hire  help  locally. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  new  industry,  gravi- 
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tates  to  those  areas  where  there  is  ample  manufac- 
turing space,  where  there  is  a  favorable  community 
attitude,  and  where  active  promotional  work  is  being 
done. 

Primarily,  the  most  important  feature  is  the  avail- 
ability of  surplus  labor.  Additional  factors  are  good 
roads,  nearby  air  facilities,  convenience  to  recrea- 
tional areas,  favorable  tax  climate,  and  ample  com- 
munity facilities  such  as  water,  housing,  schools, 
parking,  et  cetera. 

The  working  population  of  Henniker  has  been 
estimated  at  640.  Of  these  about  5%  could  be  con- 
sidered under  employed,  meaning  they  would  con- 
sider better  working  conditions  and/or  pay. 

A  rough  study  of  an  industry  employing  about 
fifty  people,  twenty-five  of  whom  might  be  estimated 
to  be  from  new  families  moving  to  town,  indicates 
that  the  cost  of  additional  school  facilities  might  be 
considerably  greater  than  the  income  from  taxes. 

These  facts  suggest  that  the  answer  is  the  slow 
acquisition  of  small  industries  that  would  not  tax 
our  available  facilities  and  would  not  require  the 
importation  of  labor.  We  are  in  an  excellent  posi- 
tion to  profit  from  the  spillover  from  such  industrial 
areas  as  Manchester,  Concord,  and  Keene,  while 
also  profiting  by  the  growth  of  New  England  College. 

In  view  of  the  measure  of  prosperity  now  enjoyed 
by  our  community,  attested  to  by  low  unemployment 
and  improved  appearance  of  property,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  no  aggressive  action  to  seek  new  indus- 
try by  taken  at  this  time. 

However,  should  the  Town  desire  aggressive  action 
now,  it  is  suggested  that  a  committee  be  created  and 
funded  to  proceed  with  the  job  of  promoting  in- 
dustry for  Henniker. 

Several  other  matters  might  well  be  considered  at 
Town  Meeting.  One  of  these  problems,  which  has 
recently  become  mandatory,  is  the  location  of  a  new 
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town  dump.  Another,  if  the  Town  has  any  choice 
in  the  matter,  is  the  location  of  a  site  for  the  new 
Post  Office. 

The  Board  cooperates  with  other  community  or- 
ganizations and  works  with  New  England  College 
personnel  in  order  to  continue  the  task  of  plotting 
community  facilities. 

It  would  not  seem  proper  to  conclude  this  report 
without  publicly  thanking  Tom  Cullen  for  his  past 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Planning  Board.

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HENNIKER  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
Superintendent's  Report 

When  the  1961-62  school  year  started  I  felt  quite  pleased 
that  there  were  only  two  changes  in  the  teaching  staff.  Mrs. 
Hazel  Gilbert  had  replaced  Mrs.  Louise  Faulkner  in  the 
elementary  school  and  Mr.  Robert  Gauthier  had  replaced 
Mr.  John  Fessenden  in  the  high  school.  Just  before  school 
opened  the  woman  who  had  agreed  to  take  over  high  school 
music  moved  to  Keene  and  Mr.  Gauthier  was  called  into 
service  with  the  Air  National  Guard  for  October  1st.  Shortly 
after  this  Mrs.  Evelyn  Woollett  told  me  that  she  would  be 
unable  to  finish  the  year.  She  actually  stayed  until  just  before 
Christmas,  although  she  would  have  preferred  to  leave  before 
Thanksgiving.  Mrs.  Carol  Ann  Brown  was  employed  to 
replace  Mr.  Gauthier  and  Mr.  Theodore  Gladu  took  over  as 
principal  of  the  high  school  two  days  before  Christmas  vaca- 
tion. Although  he  had  been  employed  by  the  board  the  latter 
part  of  October  he  had  to  wait  until  his  successor  arrived  at 
Milford. 

Immediately  after  the  school  meeting  in  March  1961  a 
study  committee  began  to  study  the  housing  conditions  at  the 
high  school.  This  committee,  composed  of  Lester  Connor, 
Chairman,  Harry  Hatch,  Secretary,  Victor  Kjellman,  Edward 
Damour,  Harold  Ayer,  Gordon  Dunning,  Merle  Patenaude 
and  Edward  Hatlack  held  many  meetings  all  during  the  sum- 
mer and  fall  and  completed  a  report  to  present  to  the  school 
district  meeting,  special  or  regular.  The  report  was  held  up 
while  effort  was  made  to  see  if  assistance  could  be  received 
from  the  Cogswell  Benevolent  Trust  in  Manchester,  which 
could  make  a  significant  financial  contribution  to  the  building 
committee's  proposal.  As  of  this  moment  nothing  has  been 
heard  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Cogswell  Fund. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  New  England  College  courses 
have  been  held  on  Saturday  for  exceptional  high  school 
students.     The  first  semester  courses  were  offered  in  Calculus, 
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Electronics  and  Chemistry.  In  addition  to  these  Biology, 
Modern  Math  and  Organic  Chemistry  are  being  offered  the 
second  semester.  These  courses  have  in  effect  broadened  our 
high  school  curriculum  and  offered  our  better  high  school 
pupils  an  opportunity  to  work  on  a  more  challenging  level 
than  is  ordinarily  found  on  the  high  school  level.  New 
England  College  and  Dr.  Danforth  should  be  congratulated 
in  helping  us  institute  this  fine  opportunity  for  our  young 
people. 

This  has  been  a  difficult  year  due  to  interruption  in  our 
teaching  staff.  I  believe  I  have  now  located  a  music  teacher 
which  means  that  we  remain  a  comprehensive  high  school. 
There  is  no  question  but  what  each  year  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  with  their  tightening  of  minimum  standards, 
are  making  it  more  and  more  difficult  and  expensive  to  re- 
main a  comprehensive  high  school. 

I  wonder  how  long  the  state  is  going  to  raise  the  standards 
for  the  high  schools  and  not  provide  the  money  to  meet  these 
standards.  School  districts  can't  add  full  time  physical  edu- 
cation teachers,  guidance  teachers,  certified  librarians  for 
schools,  and  add  new  courses  to  the  curriculum  without  some 
other  source  of  income  besides  a  property  tax.  I  am  afraid 
it  will  be  done  until  you,  the  people,  demand  a  broad  base 
tax  to  support  our  schools.

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HENNIKER  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
Building  Committee  Report 

As  a  result  of  the  last  Henniker  School  District 
meeting,  a  committee  was  formed  to  study  the 
crowded  conditions  at  Cogswell  Memorial  High 
School.  The  following  people  are  members  of  the 
committee:  Lester  Connor,  Chairman,  Harry  Hatch, 
Secy.,  Victor  Kjellman,  Edward  Damour,  Harold 
Ayer  and  School  Board  Members,  Gordon  Dunning, 
Merle  Patenaude  and  Edward  Hatlack.  Mrs.  Evelyn 
Woollett,  Principal  of  Cogswell  Memorial  High 
School,  and  William  C.  Sterling,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  have  served  as  non-voting  members  of  the 
committee. 

Since  the  School  Study  Committee  was  requested 
to  prepare  a  report  not  later  than  the  annual  school 
meeting  of  March  1962,  the  committee  has  been 
working  on  the  study  throughout  the  spring,  summer 
and  fall. 

At  one  of  the  first  meetings,  Mr.  Paul  Farnum, 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Education,  and  an  expert 
on  school  building  construction,  was  present.  A 
thorough  study  of  the  present  building  was  made  in 
terms  of  the  school  program  which  must  be  offered 
by  a  comprehensive  high  school.  In  view  of  this 
study,  the  conclusion  was  reached  that  any  addition 
or  alterations  of  the  high  school  must  provide  addi- 
tional space  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  size  of  the  present  classrooms  are  inade- 
quate for  the  present  enrollment  (Actual  areas  of 
present  classrooms  were  printed  in  the  Superinten- 
dent's Report  in  the  Henniker  Town  Report  of  De- 
cember 31,  1958) 

2.  The  new  highway  and  the  growth  of  New  Eng- 
land College  foreshadows  increased  enrollment  in  the 
Henniker  Schools. 

The  committee  feels  the  following  are  basic  mini- 
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mum  needs  to  be  included  in  any  addition  to  the 
high  school: 

a.  A  shop  area  of  at  least  2400  square  feet  with 
outside  doors  wide  enough  to  permit  cars  to  be 
driven  into  the  shop. 

b.  A  science  room  of  at  least  1200  square  feet  for 
laboratory  experiments  as  well  as  classroom  space. 

c.  A  language  room  of  800  square  feet. 

d.  An  art  education  room  of  900  square  feet  which 
may  also  be  used  as  a  classroom. 

e.  A  room  to  be  used  as  a  school  library  ex- 
clusively. 

f .  A  room  for  guidance. 

g.  A  commercial  area  for  typing  and  classroom 
work. 

Having  reached  these  conclusions,  the  committee 
felt  that  they  needed  professional  engineering  advice 
to  see  how  these  facilities  could  be  added  in  a  way 
which  would  be  most  beneficial  to  Henniker.  A 
number  of  architects  were  interviewed  and  Mr. 
Norman  Randlett  of  Laconia  was  selected  by  the 
committee  to  assist  them  in  drawing  up  a  plan  to 
present  to  the  school  district. 

PROPOSAL  OF  BUILDING 

After  studying  various  possibilities  of  solving  Hen- 
niker's  School  District's  need  for  more  space,  the 
committee  is  recommending  the  following  proposal 
of  building  a  one  story  addition  on  the  library 
side  of  the  high  school. 

This  plan  will  provide  for: 

1.  A   new  shop  providing  2400  square  feet  of 
space. 

2.  A  new  science  room  of  1200  square  feet. 

3.  Toilet  area  which  may  be  used  by  the  public 
giving  more  privacy  for  teams. 

4.  One  language  classroom  of  800  square  feet. 
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5.  One  classroom  of  800  square  feet. 

6.  A  health  room  and  guidance  room  with  a 
common  waiting  room. 

7.  Renovation  of  the  old  shop  into  a  typing  room 
and  a  business  education  room. 

8.  Tearing  out  the  wall  between  the  teacher's 
room  and  english  room  and  converting  this  space 
into  a  library. 

9.  Excavating  under  the  stage  to  provide  extra 
storage  space  for  athletic  supplies,  music  and  shop 
storage.  ( This  excavation  will  be  about  a  foot  and 
a  half  to  two  feet). 

10.  Change  in  High  School  heating  system. 

This  proposal  will  costfrom$100,000to$110,000. 

The  Committee  held  eleven  meetings  during  1961. 
At  the  last  meeting  on  Feb.  6,  1962,  by  unanimous 
vote  of  the  members  present,  voted,  the  Committee 
recommend  that  an  addition  to  the  present  High 
School,  be  built  according  to  the  plan  submitted  by 
Mr.  Norman  Randlett.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  problems  that  exist  in  the  high  school  are 
essentially  the  same  as  they  were  a  year  ago.  The 
crowded  conditions  under  which  the  students  are 
forced  to  work  have  not  been  improved.  The  shop 
area  is  considered  as  one  of  these,  due  to  the  close 
proximity  of  the  machines  and  a  dearth  of  work 
benches.  The  business  courses  are  conducted  in  such 
small  rooms  that  we  are  forced  to  schedule  extra 
classes  in  similar  subject  areas,  thereby  reducing  the 
number  of  courses  that  could  be  taught  by  the  same 
teachers.  The  study  halls  are  overcrowded  because 
we  cannot  offer  more  courses.  The  boys  are  in  great 
need  of  an  adequate  dressing  room,  situated  apart 
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from  the  area  used  by  the  general  public  during 
sports  activities.  There  are  not  enough  classrooms 
in  the  building  to  provide  areas  in  which  additional 
subjects  could  be  taught  adequately.  The  new  stand- 
ards for  comprehensive  high  schools  in  this  state  will 
require  in  the  immediate  future  that  additional  sub- 
jects be  added  to  our  basic  minimal  curriculum. 

I  have  observed  that  there  is  a  great  need  for  addi- 
tional storage  space  for  chairs,  books,  and  athletic 
equipment.  The  chairs  for  the  gymnasium  are  now 
stored  in  the  girls'  facilities.  Eighty -three  students 
are  attempting  to  study  General  Science  this  year 
without  any  laboratory  facilities.  General  Science 
is  one-fourth  of  the  total  academic  program  for  the 
Junior  High  School  students.  A  different  approach  to 
this  problem  could  only  call  for  larger  facilities. 

It  would  be  taxing  to  your  patience  to  list  other 
important  changes  that  are  necessary.  Wth  con- 
tinued increased  enrollment  in  high  school,  few  drop- 
outs, and  increased  requirements,  it  does  seem  logical 
that  expanded  school  facilities  are  a  must.  To  put 
off  expansion  now  is  to  hamper  the  educational 
opportunities  that  must  be  offered  the  children  of  Hen- 
niker  at  a  time  when  knowledge  is  so  important  in 
their  lives. 

I  am  very  happy  to  have  the  opportunity  of  serv- 
ing your  children  and  only  wish  that  there  was  more 
that  I  could  do  for  them.  I  greatly  appreciate  the 
cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  fine  teachers  on  the 
staff  and  the  wholesome  welcome  I  have  encountered 
thus  far  in  my  stay  here  in  Henniker.  I  especially 
wish  to  thank  the  students  for  the  fine  way  in  which 
they  are  participating  in  school  life.
